troojifl, tniiitia and Grand Army men par­ 
ticipated. The attendance at the cSme- 
terien whr «ood and the exercieeB were of 
the ttgual im pressive character. 
Kawlins l ’ost G. A. K. decorated Itaw- 
lins’ statue aud Kawlins’ tom b in the 
Congressional cemetery y 
K it Carson 
Post, equestrian atatnes of Jackson aud 
W ashington; Lincoln Post, 
Lincoln’s 
statue at the City Ilali and I’oace m onu­ 
m ent; Morton Post, Bcott statue and 
Greenough’s 
W ashington; 
Reynolds 
Post, Dupont statue; Garfield 
Post, 
Garfield statue; Burnside Post, M cPher­ 
son statue; Sumner PoBt, Em ancipation 
statue in Lincoln 
P ark and Greene 
statue; and Farragut Poet, Farragat 
statue. 
The re olutionary heroes as well as the 
soldiers of thelate war were remembered. 
To-day th e statue of Chief Justice Mar­ 
shall, in the Capitol grounds, was also 
decorated. 
Some one remem bered Chief 
Justice Marshall had served with dis­ 
tinction as uu officer in the Revolutionary 
artuy, and so his statue was afforded the 
honor of decoration. 
At Arlington, after 
the decoration of th e graven, orations 
were delivered hy .Senators l ’alm er and 
Manderson. At the tom b of General 
Logan Representative Mason, of Illinois, 
m ade an eloquent address. 
W herever 
public ceremonies were held prayer was 
offered for th e speedy recovery of Gen­ 
eral Sheridan.* 
AT NEW YORK. 


N e w Y o r k , May 80.—Decoration Day 
was warm itml cloud}', business was al­ 
most entirely suspended and flags were 
flying at half-mast. The procession was 
very large and thousands of 
people 
thronged the streets through which it 
passed. President Cleveland breakfasted 
with Secretary W hitney and his family 
nt 7 o’clock. 
Shortly after 9 o’clock, ac­ 
companied hy the Chairm an of the G. A. 
K. Memorial Committe, entered an open 
carriage and was driven to the head of 
th e procession. 
Following in other car­ 
riages wore Becretarv Endicott, ex-Mayor 
Grace, Secretary 
Fairchild, Secretary 
W hitney, and Private Secretary I^m ont. 
W hen the head of th e procession reach­ 
ed the reviewing stand on 
Madison 
Square, the President alighted. 
As the 
President appeared on the stand he was 
greeted with cheers lrom the throng of 
I>eoplo who filled the square. 
When the Richmond Grays passed the 
President every m an saluted and the 
colors were dipped. 
The President bow­ 
ed in response, and the crowd of specta­ 
tors cheered the Houtheruers. 
There were fifteen divisions in the 
Grand Annv Posts. 
All of them were 
saluted by tlie President. The floral d i­ 
vision, which was the last of the p r o f e s ­ 
sion, contained forty largo trucks filled 
with flowers to be placed on th e soldiers’ 
graves in the cemeteries. 
The absence of Mayor Hewitt from 
the reviewing stand excited m uch com­ 
m ent among Grand Army men. 
He 
says he was not invited, but th e Grand 
Army say he was, and that his knowledge 
of the fact th at he baa excited their re­ 
sentm ent kept him away. 
The President expects to return to 
Washington lo-night. 
President Cleveland, Private Secretary 
Lamout and Secretaries Endicott, W hit­ 
ney and Fairchild, started back to W ash­ 
ington this afternoon. 
The party was 
conveyed to Jersey City on the Navy 
propeller, Catalpa, under the e

General Sheridan Suffers a 
Serious Relapse. 


FAVOKABIjE SYMPTOMS REVERSED

W a s h in g t o n , May 30. — M idnight — 
General Bheridan's condition has again 
changed for tho worse, and lie íb now a« 
critically ill an at any time of liia sick­ 
ness. There has been more or less of re­ 
currence of heart trouble, but tho exact 
degree and tho extent of it cannot bo 
learned at this hour. It is, however, 
complicated hy a revere ami dangerous 
affection of the lungs, and the greatest 
alarm prevails among tho physicians aud 
family. They were all 
hastily sum­ 
m oned, and are now at his bedside, 
keenly apprehensive of what may follow. 
The nse of oxygen, which had l»eon dis­ 
continued has been resuinod. The first 
sym ptom s of the present attack, were no­ 
ticed at r> o’clock, when the General was 
seized with a spell of coughing. 
It was 
not thought nt first this cough was of a 
dangerous character. 
As the tim e went 
hy th e coughing increased in frequency 
and vigor, and grave alarm began to he 
felt among the household. At about 10 
o’clock the General was seized with a 
severe retching cough. 
This brought 
another faintness of tho heart's action, 
and his nulse grew weaker and weaker. 
Mrs. Sheridan and the physicians, who 
all have been called to the sick-room, 
sprang to tho General’s bedside, and 
everything tlmt was possible to he done 
Wds in u re iiately undertaken. 
Digitalis 
was adm inistered 
to counteract 
the 
feebleness of the heart. 
A jet of oxygen 
was thrown into his mouth, and be was 
allowed to inhale for several seconds, 
f'ho gas made him flighty aud irrational. 
It was then discontinued and other 
remedies 
applied, 
only 
to 
give 
way at frequent intervals to renew­ 
als of th e oxygen treatm ent. 
For some 
time the General appeared to be very 
much like a drowning man, aud it was 
feared the end had come. 
By extraor­ 
dinary exertions, however, the patient 
was rallied acuin, and at 12 .AO o’clock 
had improved to some extent. 
His 
hréfething was Btilf labored and heavy 
and 
not a person 
in the room left 
his bedside. One of the General’s aides 
came out about 1 o’clock and hand d a 
bulletin to a group of reporters who were 
anxiously awaiting the official bulletin 
which it was known would be issued. 
Ft showed the General’s condition criti­ 
cal. 
The aide said 
he knew noth­ 
ing beyond what was in the bulletin, hut 
his m anner showed plainer than words 
conld teH, th e anxiety'and alarm he felt. 
A t 1 :80 o’clock word came down tha t 
th e General’s condition was still the 
same as indicated in the bulletin.

has improved. 
i n c i d e n t s n r t h e d a y . 
To-day being the anniversary of the 
capture of Dooneville, Mississippi, by 
General Sheridan, then in command of 
his first expedition in the South, the Two 
District Commanderiea of the Loyal 
legion, through Recorder-General Mas­ 
sey, gave him a basket of choice and 
rare roses, with a note conveying their 
affection and best wishes, and the hope 
that as he was victorions twenty-six 
years ago, he would be so in his present 
struggle.
